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DANCE GAVIN DANCE 


After being a band for a whole decade and 
releasing eight studio albums Sacramento 
Prog Rockers Dance Gavin Dance have a lot 
to talk about. Elite caught up with guitarist 
Will Swan in Brighton on the second night of 
their UK leg of the 10 year anniversary tour 
to talk about touring their new album, how 
it feels to be on the road with four vocalists, 
why touring with an injured leg is bad and 
loads of other things. 

You just started the UK leg of this tour last night 
in Oxford. How did you like it so far and is there 
anything in particular that you’re looking forward to? 

W: Definitely London J Its my favourite of the cities here 
but its definitely cool to see a few different places in the 
UK because usually we just play just a few and on this 
tour we play a lot more. It'll definitely give me a better 
perspective on the country Itself. 


You’re still on the 10 year anniversary tour of Dance 
Gavin Dance. How does it feel to be a band for a whole 
decade now and is there anything specific you look 
back on and think “How on earth did that happen”? 

W: Not really to be honest. I don't look back or forward 
too much and try to focus on doing the task at hand. Its 
kind of how IVe gotten through everything. 

It certainly feels like it's gone by really fast. When I do 
look back it all seems like a blur. Like I could go back 
to the beginning of the band in my head and it doesn't 
feel so far off. Time just moves so fast, man! Especially 
when you try to stay in the moment it is crazy to think 
of all the things that weVe been through just to keep 
everything together, (laughs) 

After all these years of touring. How does it feel to 
be on the road again with Jonny (Craig) and Kurt 
(Travis)? 

W: It's fun* man! It's like a stroll down memory lane. Its 
definitely something interesting and unique for a band 
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to do because we're in a kind of interesting situation 
with how the bands progressed. We did this tour in the 
US and it went great so we decided to do one more ' last 
liurrah” with this ten year anniversary thing before we, 
you know, move on to “Mothership” 

When the tour started did you revisit old times or old 
funny stories a lot? Were you nostalgic? 

W: Yeah, for sure! Tliere are a lot of insane memories, 
man! (laughs). Not too many I can share, unfortunately, 
(laughs) 

There's a lot of pictures of your US tour showing 
Titian (Pearson) wearing crutches. What happened 
there? 

W: It was a Basketball injury. I washt there so I doht 
know, like, tlie logistics of the injury (laughs). I just 
know that it sucked! He was on crutches for almost a 
mondi of tour but now" he's got a cane. Touring like that 
is not fun, man! I remember breaking my ankle jumping 
olf of a stage once on tour and then I had to do the rest 
of tlie tour with standing on just one leg on stage and 
ifs shitty! (laughs). Touring already has a lot of things 
that you have to get through and then not being mobile 
makes ever}thing a lot harder. 

Considering that You, Matt (Mingus) and Jon (Mess) 
also play in your side project “Secret Band” could you 
ever imagine going on a tour that had both bands on 
the line up? Would you even want to? 

W: I don't think it would be possible for Jon to do double 
sets so 1 don't really see that happening to be honest. 

If it was possible I sure would want to do that without 
wanting to sound hke a super poser but realistically 
speaking I think it would be too much for Jon. Secret 
Band is super intensive with Jon doing aH of the vocals 
and he really doesn't make it easy on himself with his 
writing style but I like what he does. 

I mean we both grew up listening to bands where I 
would go to a show and the vocalist had a lot of trouble 
even doing half of his parts, (laughs) 

I was always super stoked every time 1 went because, I'm 
sure you understand, it's crazy shit! 

If you’re doing fry screaming it might be possible but 
having to scream at full volume all of the time you got 
to give your voice a little space to breathe because it's a 
really destructive style. 


A lot of Vocalists have to adjust their style because of 
what they do but Jon is still kicking it after all those 
years! 

Your new album “Mothership” came out in early 
October and it contains a song about the Young 
Robot” Did you plan to sort of revisit the robot with 
human hair story after killing him on “Acceptance 
Speech” and make a prequel or was it spontaneous? 

Wr We definitely didn’t plan that. We never know what 
we're gonna do, man. (laughs) 

Sometimes when I’m writing 1 fell like “Oh shit, this is 
kind of feeling like it could be a song about the robot'’ or 
“This could be a [Strawberr)>^] Swisher And then once 1 
get that in my head I want to try and make it into a song 
that could be a robot. 

It just depends on the inspiration and the moment of 
writing. Sometimes it could even come down to vocals 
and then becomes something like that. But most of the 
time ifs definitely more unplanned than people think 

I never go into a record and think: “We have to get a 
sequel for this, this or this.” 1 don't want to give myself 
a sort of tunnel vision while writing and therefore limit 
myself. 

If something happens where it seems like it could be a 
sequel we will push towards that but otherwise we don’t 
try to make it happen when ifs not happening. 

Now that you’re saying that you're pretty much 
answering the next question: How did you get the 
idea of including rap parts into songs like Chocolate 
Jackaiope or Acceptance Speech? 

Wr Usually ifs pretty spontaneous as well, yeah. We've 
got two vocalists so I don't want to do something w"here 
ifs gonna take up something that they would do tight so 
I hardly ever try to plan, like: “Oh this is gonna be me 
rapping here.” That never really happens, hi the studio 
maybe someone might think that this or that might be 
cool but yeah, as 1 said, Ifs ne\^er really planned, (laughs) 

Why the Drake reference? 

W: I think ifs just comedy, pretty much. All the raps I do 
are kind of sarcastic, or “funny or putting on a character. 
When I was doing the rap on Acceptance Speech, for 
example, I was just pretending to be the Death Grips 
guy. Same with the Drake reference. 
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Its tongue and cheek, reaHy. Its a matter of not taking 
ourselves too seriously. 

|on and Tillan seem to be working together quite 
well but have there ever been problems between the 
two of them arguing whether to use clean singing or 
screaming in a specific part? 

W: Not really. 1 think it just kind of conies down to the 
flow and making sure everything works correctly in the 
studio. Tliats also where a lot of stuff comes togetlier 
really quick so nobody is trying to push too hard. Its 
more like: “Lets make this work and do whats best for 
the songs.” 

1 think its a good energy between the two of them 
and the producer and everybody just being on the 
same page with things like “this should be this or that” 
and tliat will only change if somebody comes up with 
something super tight thafs not expected and then we'll 
start moving things around to see how it fits into the 
song but usually it w^orks out weE between them. 

The album cover for “Mothership” shows a big 
infinity sign. Why did you choose this as the shape 
of the mother ship on tlie cover considering it’s a very 
commonly used sign? 

W: First of all its oin eighth album so we were digging 
for something to incorporate that and then thought it 
would be cool to flip it over into the infinity symbol. 


For the last three albums and “Happiness” we came up 
with a concept for the cover and tlien gave it to our artist 
rather than using the stuff that he already had. 

Tlie idea for this album was people sort of worshipping 
this huge “Infinity Ship” within this mountain scape and 
he came back to us with that and we were pretty stoked. 
Initially we wanted another baroque ship like the Death 
Star is but he just did such a cool ass job with that 

Now to cap it off: Have you got any tips or advice for 
young musicians who are just starting out in terms of 
touring, being in a band or anything in general? 

W: Keep your taste varied. Don't just listen to one thing 
because there's a lot of bands who just try to rip off 
the bands tliat they like and make sure to focus on the 
music. Write good songs and try to expand yourself as 
an artist. That's how you get peoples attention and not 
by trying to put on a show or dressing a certain way or 
pulling off certain moves during a set. That's all the icing 
on the cake but if your cake is bad its not gonna taste 
good, you know. You gotta have that base of solid music 
and performance and if thafs not there everything else 
becomes kind of worthless. Keep moving forward!

Re-issues are always a bit difficult. Sometimes it's better 
to leave an album, or any piece of art for that matter, 
the way it was initially fabricated in order to maintain 
its value. To conserve the effect it has on people. Re- 
analysing, re-experiencing and re-visiting it could 
potentially strip the piece of that specific aura and the 
personal effect it has on you.

York hardcore veterans. Sick Of It All, release When The 
Smoke Clears. Ifs their first EP in almost 15 years and is 
accompanied by a 60 page booklet of rare photos from 
throughout the years. 

While there's a dear progression in style and writing 
with their first 8 albums, their sound has stayed pretty 
constant within the last decade. This five track EP is almost 
a miniature version of 2014's Last Act Of Defiance while 
having the odd surprise.
